A Crown Colony. 

(S F. Hull. ■tin) 

For Boveral years past llio policy of 
tho Britiah Government toward its 
colonies has boon one of iiidiflerenoo. 
The idea, M'hcu oiiihodiuc.! iu tbo 
language of evijiy day us(!, was that 
thoy aro old onou;j;li to tako caro of 
theiuselvcB. j'"artlior, that if they did 
not liko the reatraint-s wliiidi the mother 
country doeuied it judicious to place 
upon them, they could set up for 
taemselves, but this last in no vory 
tangible form. This policy has been 
in marked conlrnst with that which 
prevailed 0110 hundred yoar.s ago, and 
which, iu tho case of tho American 
colonies, iusistea that a refusal to sub- 
mit to oppression sbould be severely 
puniahed. But the colonial system of 
tho present day is perhaps more 
rhetorical tlian reiil. No colony has 
HO far attempted to withdraw itself 
from under tho wing of I'higlaiid, .so 
it is impossiblo to say what would bo 
done ia that case. But the colony of 
Vancouver's Island f?| has been talking 
that way for some time past. It is 
disRatislied lieoausu the railroad, 
which was the price deiuaiuled f^u' 
entering the Canadian Dominion, is 
not to bo built. Lord DufFerin, on 
tho occaniou of his late visit, informed 
tho people of that island ia firm but 
tomi)erato liuiguagn, what would 
happen to thoiii if tlu-y took that stop. 
Tho main land appoors to be staunch 
andtrue. Railroad or no railroad, it 
has no intention of clmnging ils 
liresont political Htatiis. Ifc is only 
Vancouver's Island that is cxhibitiug 
rovolutionary teiuktucie.'-;. Ijord DulV- 
feriii told tlit! island people that if thoy 
should Hcccde they would loBO tho 
postoilico and tho other advantages 
which tlicy now enjoy, and would sink 
to tho level of a Ort)Wii colony. Such 
a colony is one in vvhich tho Crown 
haa aljout all the riprhts and the people 
iiouo. it is a state irilinilely below 
that of our Torritorics, (or they aro, 
after all, only nominally dependent 
on the general Governmont. They 
enjoy all the local rights whi(di are 
acknovvlodgod anywhere in the United 
States. But tho Crown Colony of the 
English statesman is a piece of terri- 
tory of which tho homo GoveruinGnt 
asBumos unrestricted rule. There is 
no local coiUkjI of the postofflco or 
other appliances of govnrninent. 

This is a coiiditi'jji iuic, whicli Van- 
couver will not thoughtlessly pliuigo. 
There is no answer to the query if not 
liking the Crown Colony buHiiiess, it 
should set up for itself, what would 
happen? But wo do not know that 
any is necessary. 'J'lie whole history 
of tho British Ji;ii)[)ii'o fiiniishes it 
without any uucorlaiu sound.
